like gold. They caught some, brought 
them bad: to Europe wh°rp thn fish 
thrived until all streams became well 
slocked with them.

neanUme Street Will Remain In 


Present DeploraMe Condition. 


Said a West Market street property 


owner yesterday: "About nine-tenths 
of the people along- Market street 


fned a petition to have the pave- 


ment made 42 feet wide, thereby com- 
mending the action of the council last 
Monday night-" The thief engineer 
of the Columbia Construction Corn- 
pan}", arrived in the city yesterday 
from Columbus, with tl-e expectation 
of moving the company's plant away 
until the present litigation is settled. 
Should a move of this kind be made it 
is probable that the street will remain 
in its present deplorable condition 
most of the summer. Great pressure 
is being brought to bear upon those 
back of the condemnation proceedings 
:md it i» to be hoped the matter will 
be amicably settled without much de- 
lay. 


MR. OHLER TALKS. 


"The petition to pave provided tha 


the street should be 3S feet wide from 
West alley to Cole street, and the con- 
tract was let for 38 feet. 
No change 


has ever been made or spoken of in 
the council until last Monday night, 
when the council, on motion of Reii>hel- 
derfer, passed a resolution making the 
•« idth 40 feet from West alley to the 
second alley east of Bazter street, and 
42 feet from there to Cole street. Mr. 
Lufkin agreed to this bnt the contractor 
ignored the action of council, which 
was a compromise of the trouble, and 
proceeded to set the curb the full 
width ot 42 feet; not until then did 
Mr. Lufkin commence action. So it 
would seem that somebody else is to 
blame for the delay which maybe

becoming first yellow and then brown, 
EO that if looks, in this darkened con- 
dition, something like the tarry inatter 
which soils a smoker's fitters or a 
handkerchief through which tobacco 
smoke is exhaled, or is often noticed 
as deposited in the stem of a pipe. 


"This tarry deposit has noihing es- 


sential in common with nicotine, and 
contains but traces of this alkaloid, 
when any at all. 


"A part, but oaly a small part (about

Melsens), of the real nicotine of to- 
bacco is volatilized without decompo- 
sition; the remainder is burned and 
destroyed in the process of smoking "
